REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
neither anticipate nor render obvious the applicants claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art 
fails to teach a temperature control regulator for an interior space of an aircraft that mixes engine 
bleed air with cooler air to the lowest nominal temperature of all of the interior spaces, and then 
heats the air with individual heaters before each interior section in order to achieve the desired 
temperature in each interior section. Thus, the applicants' invention is novel and non-obvious 
over the prior art.
